It is j nut forty yesra ago this bleared 


day since tbe writer first eet foot in the 
town of Deoatnr. Oa th» 6,b d«y of 
December, 1852, with a carps of 13 mm, 
we set ont from BpnngflVId, 111., to muke 
a survey for the Wi-bach (ihen cullt J the 
Grant Western) railroad, and reached i)t- 
oiuur on CbriBlojas day, whicih WBS then 
a lutlo hmnltt containing Bjarcely flve 
hundred touis. Tbe country was spareely 
settled, and utter leaving the SannHmon 
nver at Riverton, (ititn oalled ''Jjm- 
toWD,") a traokltse, tree esp, honseksB, 
pruiriB presented iiBelf as far as the eye 
could reach, save to tbe south where the 
rjaogaoion timber skirted above tbe hori 
zou to relieve the monotony of tbe ecene; 
und, to a yourjp man fresh from the tills 
of New England, tbe prospect was one of 
intenBe interest and auful grandeur. 
Tha country abounded with deer, wolf

eer were ec'turne that we frequently 
pproached them near enough to eee 
neir large and beautiful eyes. 
The 


weather was quite 'mild, similar to the 
winter weather we have tweu having re- 
cently, so we Buffered little from cold, 
fre party was composed of young men 
all ot ambition and enthusiasm and, at 
times, we made tbe lonely piairiu ring 
with shouts, laughter and song. 8ome- 
limes we wece troubled to get enough to 
eat, for, being dependent upon the Bet- 
tiers along the timber, who weie very 
•few and far between," and though they 
were very hospitable and never turned 
away, tuey were not always prepared to 
entertain eo many hnngiy men, but did 
the best they could to appease our appe 
tiiee and make us comfortable for tb 
night. There was EO liitle change in th 
natural features of the country that bn 
few incidents occurred to break th 
monotony of tbe scenery. When w 
reached the eite where Illiopolis is lo- 
cated we found some etakee that bad 
been eet more tbaa fifteen years before 
for the purpose of marking out the 
ground for the Btote capitol—that point 
having been decided upon by some enter- 
prising 6peculators as being tbe geo- 
graphical center of tbe state ot Illinois, 
and, tberelore, the proper place to locate 
ite capital. A little farther east and we 
were on the land ot the future "King of 
Niantio," Jesse Lookbart, Enq.; and, al- 
though a long wey off, "the king" spied 
as and hastened to Bee who it was bold 
enough to invade bis domain without bis 
royal permission. We inforied him that 
the conetiu ton of s railroad through 
hia kingdom was contemplated, and that 
we were engaged in making a survey for 
that pnrpoBe; but the king was wroth 
and declared that he wanted no railroad 
through his ground, and that if we Bet 
stakes on his land for that purpose he 
would at once proceed to pull them up. 
We replied that although the railroad 
company had the right to make the sur- 
vey, 
it was liable for

disturb the stakes. 
But Jeese was 


ineiorable and said the railroads would 
rmn the country by scaring away the 
stock nnd destrojing the range; that hs 
had just left a country which was all 
fenced in (Kentucky) to come to a coon- 
try where there WBB plenty of room. Bat 
as we had no time to argue that point, 
we left, "the king'' to act BB ho thought 
best. But on our return over the line a 
short time after, Bure enough we found 
that the stakes had been removed, and 
went to Jesse's cabin and there saw them 
lying in a pile near his door, We again 
expostulated with him, saying the stakes 
certainly could do no harm. So finally, 
Je so became ashamed of his oondaot 
und helped replace them, and ever after- 
ward was a good friend to the road 
When we reached the place where Nian- 
tio now stands it was growing dark. A 
light snow had fallen during the day and 
the ground was covered. Where we 
were to stay that night we knew not.

Our 
only retnge was to "break for the timber 
tour miles south ot OB, which we reachec 
in about an hour, striking "Dingmon's 
Point," where we met Mr. Dingman. We 
informed him who we were and what we 
wanted. He cordially invited us into his 
house, where we tor the first time saw 
the genial countenance of our since illue 
trioos townsman, Richard J. Oglesby 
who wan on his

PERIL FROM RATS AT SEA. 


Tho Rollout* Hiivo Orimi Koinilorert Ships 


by tin living llolea in Thorn 


It wub a very greit while before tho 


manner came to roali/e that among tho 
perils which besot his calling he must 
reckon tho existence of rats on ship- 
board jts by no moans an insignificant 
'imu 
That sailors hnve for centuries 


view oil the vermin with n superstitious 
eye is evident upon the testimony of 
many old vmtcis 
Tha reputation of 


tho rat ,n an evil omen, is beyond ques- 
tion very ancient, but as a post whose 
presence is a meu.iee to the safety of 
life atboa the animal has earned a dis- 
tinction "which t.s quite modem. 


A most remarkable instance of the 


mischief which the creature is capable 
uf doing came to light rluung the pro- 
. codings of a naval court of inquiry 
held in August, 187S, for the purpose of 
investigating tho cause of the loss of 
the bark Commodore, of Hartlepool, 
England, and are related by Chambers' 
Journal The vessel, which was burned 
at sea, had been loaded with a cargo of 
timber, and the fire broke out in the 
hold in a most mysterious manner. It 
was eventually proved, on the evidence 
of the entire crow, that beyond a 
shadow of doubt tho outbreak was orig- 
inated by a rat carrying oft a lighted 
candle, which had stood in the fore- 
caitle and was presently missed by the 
sailors, and dropping it among the dry 
.ind resinous pine stowed below. 


The Shipping Gazette, in commenting 


upon thin extraordinary case at the 
time, and speaking of 'the danger gen- 
erally of rats on shipboard said that 
"they have caused the foundering of 
many ships by gnawing holes in the 
planking, or so citing away the inner 
•ides of the wood as to leave very little 
tor the straining of the hull to do, in 
completing the aperture they have been 
4«nown to nibble the timber at the 
waterways until tho wood was no thin 
as to admit rainwater through it; they 
will attack the bnngs of casks and cre- 
mte leakage; find out the soft parts of 
the knees or lining, and make a passage 
for themselves trom one part to an- 
other." So fully has the danger of this 
now come to bo recognized that such 
contingencies are generally provided 
for in the insurance of wooden-built 
'ships.—Chicago Herald.

through the poultry market and seen 
the rows ani festoons of rabbits do- 
ponding from the front of the stalls has 
probably wondered whence the stock of 
English rabbits is obtained and how 
the supply is kept up 
They are in de- 


mand all the year round, but from Sep- 
tember to April is considered the rab- 
bit season by tho vendors, and during 
those months hundreds of persons are 
daily employed in catching rabbits for 
the markets. The trade is so lucrative 
at tho present time that many farmers 
renting land which barely pays for 
cultivation arc turning their attention 
to the brooding of game. 


In the west of England, particularly 


on the borders of Dartmoor and Ex- 
moor, there are speculators who earn 
considerable incomes by rabbit-catch- 
ing. A middleman, who bought up all 
the rabbits in a dibtrict on tho eastern 
side of Dartmoor and sent them to deal- 
ers in the Midlands and London, earned 
in a few years a sufficiently largo sum 
to enable him to retire and live in a 
house of his own building. Others fol- 
lowing this avocation h.we found it 
highly remunerative, and iu several in- 
stances land has been acquired at a fait 
rental for the purpose of trapping and 
shooting rabbits. 


Those who devote their whole time 


to the trade in rabbits frequently offer 
tempting- prices for tho trapping rights 
on a number of farms in a radius of 
about twelve miles. Tho writer has 
known an outlay of £15 for the right of 
taking rabbits on a moorland farm of 
139 acres to result in a proflt of nearly 
100 per cent. Throe days' trapping 
brought a return of the investment, 
and the rest of the season— deducting 
the cost of a professional trapper's ser- 
vices and the carriage to market— yield- 
ed clear gain to the investor. At whole- 
sale prices rabbits fetch from 7 to It 
shillings a dozen. 


Trapped rabbits, being uninjured by 


shot, have always a better appearance 
on the poulterer's stalls than those 
killed by tho gun, and for this reason 
the breechloader and ferret have been 
abandoned by most speculators. Strange 
as It seems the Increase of trapping has 
effected a great multiplication of rab- 
bits In sorts where they were formerly 
scarce. Tfcnre has been at the same 
time a steady decrease in the number 
'of hares, besides a diminution of par- 
tridges —London fid-Bits.

USES OF ELECTRICITY. 


It U to Be Dtlltaed 111 Voicing the Growth 


of Flowers and ^ e([etable». 


Electricity is about to find full em- 


ployment in horticulture. Spring veg- 
etables are already being forced by its 
aid for the market. There is no doubt 
that roses and other flowers can be 
made to bloom more plentifully and 
more profitably with its assistance. 


In short the discovery affords promise 


of possibilitiea not yet estimated. _ It 
bas been found that lettuce is particu- 
larly susceptible to the influence of the 
slectric lijrht, by means of which it can 
be grown for market in two-thirds tho 
usual length of time. Other Tcgetablcs 
respond likewise in varying degrees, 
lint everything depends upon the prop- 
er regulating of the light, and how to 
do this can only be learned by careful 
study of tho results produced under all 
Boris of conditions. 


The effects of electricity being to 


hasten maturity, too much of it causes 
lettuce to run to seed before the edible 
leaves are formed. It must not be im- 
a-nned that electricity is employed lor 
such purposes as a substitute for sun- 
lirrht It is merely used in a supplemen- 
tary fashion. The greenhouse that has 
had the sun in the day time is illumina- 
ted at night with are light*, toward 
which the plants incline their leaves 
and flowers, accepting quite innocently 
the^e artificial counterfeits of the orb 
of day. 
It was supposed hitherto that vege- 


tables required intervals of darkness for 
their health and development, just af 
animals need sleep, but it has been 
shown that, supplied with electric rays, 
they will go on growing thriftily be- 
tween sunset and daybreak; staying «* 
,ill night seems to do them no harm, BO 
long us the dissipation is properly reg- 
ulated. The electric gardener employs 
opal globes to diminish the intensity of 
the light 
When it is left bare and per- 


mitted to shod its unaltered rays upon 
the plants, the latter grow pale, run up 
quickly in sticky stalks and soon die. 


It remains to be discovered exactly 


how much electricity is beneficial, and 
.luring precisely what period of the de- 
velopment it ought to be applied. The 
influence of electricity upon the color 
and productiveness lias been shown to 
be extraordinary. 
Tulips exposed to 


tne light have deeper and richer tints, 
flowering more freely, and developing 
longer 
stems 
and 
bigger 
leaves. 


Fuchsias bloom earlier under like con- 
litions. Petunias also bloom earlier 
and more profusely, growing taller and 
more slender. It « the same way with 
many other flowers. In fact, there is 
ivery reason for believing that the. 
•Icctric light will be very profitably 
used in future as an adjunct to forc- 
ing establishments for both flowers 
ind garden vegetables.—Horticultural 
rimes.
